Reality of 
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Teams learn that telling the difference between right and wrong is not always as easy as it seems 
Entering the Polk County Convention Center, the mock trial team Res Ipsa 
Loquitur (a Latin legal term meaning a thing that speaks for itself) gather in an empty 
room. The team's first match isn't until round two, giving them more time to practice 
which they are grateful for. Their case is based off the troubling real-life trial of Mark 
Becker, the 24-year-old who shot and killed Parkersburg High School football coach, 
58-year-old Ed Thomas. In the mock trial case, 21-year-old Kody Lee Shannon killed 
72-year-old Anna Anderson. Just like in the Becker case, the defendant plead not guilty 
by reason of insanity. 

With the pi ea of insanity on the table, the defendants and prosecutors had to 
prove what the suspect's mental state was at the time of the crime, using three main 
witnesses to prove their point. One of the most helpful witnesses was the suspect's 
doctor, Dr. Milo Everett, played by sophomore Isaac Laffey. "As a witness in mock trial, 
my role was to give important information for my side when an attorney prompted me 
with questions, as well as respond to questions made by the opposing side where they 
would try to get information from me that hurts my side's argument," Laffey said. 

Along with the challenge of building an argument, the teams had to be able to prove 
both sides of the story because at districts they would have to do just that. This posed 
a problem because the teams felt like one side of the case might be easier to prove then 
the other. "It was tougher to prove the prosecution because you have to prove your 
case beyond a reasonable doubt," Sophomore Andrew Tubbs said about the difficulty 
of defending both sides. "To prove your case beyond a reasonable doubt you have to be 
able to get all your good points in and keep your opponent's points out." 

When the case was a week late getting to the teams, many members felt unprepared 
to deal with the actual competition that would come at districts. They were finally able 
to start, only to have many practices canceled due to the brutal weather that hit during 
the winter. 

Kaitlyn Aldridge felt the time squeeze. "We had to miss a couple meetings because 
of weather," Aldridge said. "And then we indirectly lost a weekend because of when 
finals were pushed back because of the snow days. Also the case was released a week 
later than usual, so that didn't help us too much with [practice] time either." 

When districts did come, the defendants had an easier time convincing the panel of 
three judges that the suspect was innocent because he was not mentally aware of what 
he was doing at the time. In the real life case of Mark Becker, he wasn't as lucky. After 
five days of deliberation the jury found him guilty, and he is now serving life in prison.

Over the course of the goose season, seniors Dylan Boston and 
Matt Merrick hunted geese almost every day. They picked up one 
of the products of their hunting, dozens of shot gun shells in a 
garbage bag. The bag remained in Merrick's garage until second 
semester. 

Second semester, Boston took Metalworking, a new course 
offered by industrial tech teacher Mitch Eagles. Eagles conceived 
the new class after his first year of teaching at Johnston. "I saw 
a need for a class for students to use what they learned in their 
metals classes to make something for themselves/' he said. A lot of 
students asked to work on their own projects in the other welding 
classes, but there was usually not enough time in the semester after 
they finished their assignments. 

As a veteran of Eagles' welding classes, Boston used the class as 
an opportunity to build a table to store and display his used shotgun 
shells. Boston was an avid hunter. "Hunting is kind of my thing," he 
said. "I'll put my hunting stuff on the table. Maybe clean my gun on 
the table." 

Due to the school's weapons policy, Boston wasn't allowed to 
bring the shells to school to put them in the table. Eagles said, "I 
told him it was an interesting idea but he would have to put the 
shells in at home." Boston decided to build it anyway. 

The table was 5 feet long by 3 feet wide made from 16-gauge 
sheet metal with legs made from steel fence posts. After the shot- 
gun shells went in, a sheet of plexiglass was placed on top to make 
the table functional and so the shells could be seen. "Metalwork- 
ing is a pretty sweet class," Boston said. " You build what you want. 
You don't just do a weld to get a grade." 

The class wasn't for everyone though. To get in, students must 
have taken Intro to Metals as well as one of the two DMACC duel- 
credit welding classes taught by Eagles. "This class is for people 
who are ambitious, self-starting, and eager to create something for 
themselves," Eagles said. 

Like the other students in the class, Boston was able to build a 
project that he could keep and appreciate, which is what the class 
is all about. "The table will look sick in my appartment," he said.

Writing 50,000 words in 30 days. That's 1,667 words a day, 
which is about six pages, double-spaced. Multiply that by 30 to get 
a 180-page novel. This is what senior Margaret Taylor wrote during 
the month of November by competing in the National Novel Writ- 
ing Month challenge. 

National Novel Writing Month, or NaNoWriMo, was an event 
for any creative writers to participate and write a novel. 

Taylor was introduced to this contest last year by English teacher 
Rachel Mullen. "I know that often times there are students in the 
Creative Writing class whose 'thing' is writing, so I really wanted to 
provide an opportunity for them to have an outlet for their craft," 
Mullen said. 

Taylor enjoyed putting her ideas into writing so she decided to 
participate again this year, as part of her ELP project. "This year's 
[book] was about a group of magic workers, called the Watermages, 
who draw their power from a combination of water and fire," Taylor 
said. Outside the month of November, Taylor spent class time edit- 
ing her book. 

Even though it is a tough task, Taylor was prepared mentally. 
"You can't be intimidated by the word count. You just have to keep 
going," Taylor said. "You have to make yourself sit down and write, 
not just when you have inspiration or writer's block. Then you 
won't be able to do it." 

To keep focused, Taylor listened to the "The Lion King Original 
Broadway Soundtrack" while writing her novel. "Listening to 
music helps," Taylor said. "Especially music without words. That's 
less distracting." 

Taylor spent, on average, one to two hours writing, but spent at 
most four or five on some days. She had 'writing time' sitting on 
her bed with her laptop, when she got home from school and before 
she went to bed. 

Taylor finished her novel a day early. "I reached 50,000 words 
in the middle of the final battle scene," Taylor said. "I couldn't just 
stop. I had to keep going." Taylor's novel ended up being around 
51,000 words by the end of the deadline. 

"A distant dream is to get [the books] published but it's probably 
a long shot," Taylor said.

New miniature computers 
help students achieve more

In September of 2009 Vickie Borich and Rick Brooks 
from the math department wrote a grant for $1,500 to 
get Dell Mini Netbooks. These mini computers were 
to be used in STATS and Algebra I, taught by teachers 
Isaac Rodenberg, Adam Paulson, Vickie Borich, and Rick 
Brooks. 

"I'm looking forward to getting it in my class," Borich 
said. They had the potential to make the classroom more 
efficient because students will be able to work on multiple 
assignments throughout the day. "(The computers) 
provide differentiation," Borich said. With four different 
math classes going on during the same four periods, the 
PC lab in the math wing was used constantly. 

These new computers will have network access and do 
the same work as the other laptops. The only difference 
will be that the Dell computers or C.O.W. (computer on 
wheels) will be used solely for the math department. This 
will allow one class to work in the lab and one to work 
with the laptops. 

"I think it's going to be really good," Rodenberg said. 
The STATS class has software, along with a Geometer 
Sketch Pad, but most of Rodenberg's activites are inter- 
net-based. With nine new computers, the students would 
have to work in pairs to use them some of the time. 

Seniors Kallen Kramer and Carly O'Keefe used the 
new computers in test run. "I only used one once for 
stats," Kramer said, "because we couldn't go to the lab." 

Kramer saw good and bad in the new computers. 
“They look cool" she said, "but are really small and hard 
to type on. They're (also) practical for what we have to do 
in stats, so I'd say they're better than laptops. And they 
are easy to carry and store, (they're) not as bulky."

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Naturalist challenges

"What proof do you have?" Without missing a beat, 
the speaker holds up a cast of a supposed Sasquatch foot- 
print. 

This speaker in Burns' class was Y-Camp director Mike 
Havlik. "[He] was just interested in Sasquatch," Burns 
said. "He's been asked to talk in colleges as one of the 
three experts on the subject." Havlik is a naturalist and 
has been giving lectures to schools for about five years. 

He has a degree in biology. Knowing that some students 
might not take Havlik seriously, Burns told her students 
to keep an open mind when she told them that they 
would have a speaker. 

Havlik also spoke in teacher Sara Kate Howe's AP 
Biology class. "We had a guy come in who talked about 
Sasquatch for the entire period," senior Alex Erb said. 

"He basically told us Sasquatch was real and he provided 
evidence that proved that Sasquatch existed. He told us 
the reason that we haven't found any Sasquatch bodies is 
because they probably bury their dead." 

Rachel Scieszinski, a senior in Burns' class was more 
skeptical than Erb. "The guy was very strongly opinion- 
ated about his belief in Bigfoot," she said. "That made 
him interesting to listen to but I didn't buy into it. It was 
kind of crazy. He brought a supposedly real footprint of 
Bigfoot." 

Burns' reason for bringing in Havlik wasn't to change 
people's minds about the existence of Sasquatch. She 
wanted to show students how real life science is support- 
ed by evidence. Burns said, "[In life], to take a theory, you 
must apply research and evidence." 

Students were interested in what Havlik had to say 
and they learned about applying what they were learning 
in real life. Burns thought it was important for students 
keep an open mind and for students to see the presenta- 
tion as a learning opportunity. It would certainly be a 
presentation they would never forget.

The win against Ottumwa gave Johnston a second chance against six-ranked 
Ankeny in the quarterfinals of sub-state. The Hawks had won the earlier meet- 
ing 31-15. In the second meeting, Ankeny was up 7-3 at half and 10-3 at the 
beginning of the fourth quarter. However, two interceptions by Ankeny led to 
12 points and a 22-3. "After the interception and touchdown I knew it was out 
of reach," senior Ben Freese said. "I just kept telling myself keep going until 
you can't move anymore, play your (butt) off."

Senior year. This is it. I get through my last set of classes, decide on a college, have 
a great track season, and say goodbye to everyone. That sounded like an ideal plan for 
seniors Cassie Curtis and Ashley Quick, state-worthy runners. But something happened to 
both of them that they didn't see coming. 

They got injured. 

"I pulled my hamstring running in the 100m hurdles at the Jim Duncan meet two weeks 
before the Drake Relays," Curtis said.

As senior Steve Williams stands with his back to the red curtain that will soon reveal the audience, 
he breathes deeply to calm himself down as the crowd roars with excitement. “The crowd was 
ridiculously loud and that made me even more excited,” Williams said. “When the band started and 
we turned around, I swear somebody shot adrenaline from my feet all the way up to my head.” 

1 he choir performed on the Grand Ole Opry stage in Nashville, where hundreds of famous 
singers had sung before them, including Dolly Parton, Keith Urban, Carrie Underwood and countless 
others. “1 told myself this will be the only time in my life I will perform where celebrities perform on a 
regular basis,” Williams said. “So overall, it was the best experience. For that 15 minutes I felt like the 
celebrity in a way.” 

Performing on a world famous stage where many careers were made provided a completely new 
experience for the singers. “You know, I just wanted to do well,” junior Chris Dockum said. “It was a 
once-in-a-lifetime experience, and that’s where the pressure came from. But, at the same time, there 
was no pressure because there were no guarantees. I expected nothing, and we got fifth.” Along with 
the choir being granted fifth, seniors Claire Ottley and Marissa Broich both earned Best Vocalist, and 
the show band received Best Band in the day and night show's. 

Dockum stood next to Ottley as she sang her award- winning solo. “For me, it was less about the 
country' stars and more about the tradition of excellence,” Dockum said. “There’s a circle on the 
stage that has a part of the old Opry stage, and that’s where Claire Ottley and I stood during our duet 
in the ballad. That was truly an amazing feeling.” 

Ottley agreed. “I stood where Johnny Cash stood, where Dolly Parton stood,” Ottley said. “It was 
really fantastic.” 

The Grand Ole Opry was created in 1925 and has been called the “Home of American Music.”

As junior Briana Wengert sits on a hard wooden bench in the freezing temperatures of the early 
morning watching the tee-pee demonstration, she begins to wonder ‘when am I ever going to need to 
know how to build a tee-peee? I don’t even like being outdoors.’ 

Early Saturday morning, Students Active in Leadership (SAIL) participants had to go to a 
demonstration where Mike, one of the employees at the Boone Y Camp, demonstrated how to build a 
tee-pee, showed how it worked, and why it was useful to Native Americans. This demonstration took 
the place of one-hour whole group time, which in many kids minds would be the equivalent to free 
time. 

Participants who had experienced free time felt it was a necessary part of the trip. “I think having 
free time is crucial to the SAIL experience,” Wengert said. ‘A lot of us don’t have very long attention 
spans, so standing outside on the top of a mountain for three hours and doing loads of activities isn’t 
very fun. I feel like we need to have time to hang with some of the new friends we met and bond with 
one another.” 

Instead of being able to bond with the new people they’d met, students sat huddled together, 
cramming four to a bench to keep warm. The tee-pee demonstration occurred early in the morning, 
in three rotations. The first two rotations to observe the demonstration were uncomfortably cold 
because the sun had not yet gotten over the trees behind them. “I think I would have liked the tee-pee 
demonstration more if it w asn’t so cold out,” junior Emma Gowey said. “I was too focused on staving 
warm so I couldn’t really pay attention, and I thought it was boring at some points.” 

Many students complained but Alicia Rollison, head director of SAIL, stood firm to her reasoning 
for the lack of free time. “In past years I feel like we didn’t get enough leadership in,” Rollison said. 
“Free time takes away three hours of team building and that’s three hours I didn’t want to give up. The 
reason we picked the tee-pee demonstration was because it was still structured but it didn’t take that 
much brain power. The kids could just sit and watch and we were using the Y Camp. We go there every 
year but hardly use the facilities and activities that are available to us.” 

The complaints thrown at Rollison didn’t phase her at all. “The people that only say they didn’t have 
enough free time, they don’t need to come back next year,” Rollison said. “That’s not the point. The 
point is practicing and using leadership skills. I’d rather do a lot of fun structured things that serve the 
purpose of the weekend rather than free time where the kids don’t branch out. Fun time vs. free time.” 
The absence of free time hindered the ability for some to enjoy new friends and people they met but 
it did not ruin the message of SAIL. “I heard from a lot of sophomores and juniors that if SAIL didn’t 
change they wouldn’t be returning, which makes me sad,” senior Megan Parker said. “I don’t want the 
legacy of SAIL to get ruined just because of one year because I think it’s a great thing and something 
unique to Johnston. Plus, overall I did have a really good time.”

" Now stand if you know someone standing who knows someone with breast cancer. Look 
around. ..and you'll see that the ones not standing are the minority. " These simple words spoken 
by Curt Larkin made fans and players alike look at another and realize the raw truth behind 
them. 

Dig Pink was a breast cancer awareness rally held nationally every October with over 3,000 
different teams matching up against one another to help raise awareness and fight the disease 
with donations and proceeds. "Dig Pink represents the common effort of students, coaches, and 
community to work together to be one in our fight for breast cancer awareness," athletic director, 
Gary Ross said. "The motivation for this is knowing that you are potentially helping others." 

The National Cancer Institute reported that approximately 184,000 new cases of breast 
cancer would be diagnosed in 2009, which made it even more important for the girls to take part 
in the rally. "The personal relationships for players and fans had a lot to do with it, " Larkin said. 
"Several players and parents know each other through many different avenues and it was a very 
friendly competition highlighted by a common cause." 

A community effort brought Southeast Polk fans and players for the match. White and pink 
t-shirts designed by senior Abby Westimeyer dotted the bleachers and court. "It was great to get 
involved in this important cause," Westemeyer said. "More people should help and get involved 
in raising money and awareness for the cause." Both teams were also wearing jerseys dyed pink 
to commemorate the color of the breast cancer ribbon. 

Donations were also collected for a raffle for three grand prizes given at the end of the 
match. The fans were also excited by smaller prizes donated by local businesses, which were cho- 
sen by the ticket number that had been given out when spectators bought their entrance. 

Doubling as senior night, Dig Pink brought even more motivation for girls to play their 
very best. "People with breast cancer are constantly fighting their disease everyday to get through 
it," said junior Morgen Roshek. "The motivation to prepare ourselves for the game takes effort 
and we can apply that to helping others who need our efforts more than we do ourselves. It's just 
the right thing to do, we aren't a selfish team." The girls brought that dedication into victory. 

Taking the Rams to four games, the girls won with a close game 3-1. "We stressed our focus 
to be on winning the match and continuing to improve our game," said Coach Rick Brooks 

The goal amount to raise was $1,500. The game raised over $3,000. Nationally, the goal was 
to raise $700,000. "The statistics show that breast cancer is the largest form of cancer for women 
and potentially could impact any of our families or friends," Gary Ross, athletic director said. 
"This cause brings the community together because most of us know someone who has been 
impacted, and working together towards a common cause is very rewarding."

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Student council organizes project to help earthquake devasted country 

Like many of her peers, junior Amber Solberg doesn’t remember where she was 
when she heard about the earthquake that devasted Haiti on Jan. 12. What she does 
remember however, is the distress she felt. “We’re all human and I think we can’t 
help but to relate,” Solberg said. “That’s where empathy comes from; it doesn’t mat- 
ter how far away it is.” Fellow student council members, junior Katie Lashier and 
sophomore Scott Syroka felt the same and organized efforts to involve their school in 
a volunteer project 

Student council, commonly known as “StuCo” voted and approved the idea. “As 
high school students, we knew it was more feasible to help Haiti, because when 9/1 1 
happened, we were young and didn’t understand it,” senior Libby Elmitt said. “At 
this level there is so much more understanding and motivation to help.” 

The council sorted out what they wanted to do and ideas were brainstormed rang- 
ing from collection jars to “I Helped Haiti” pins. The ideas were narrowed down to 
a basketball intramural, collection jars, and a t-shirt drive. “Each time someone helps 
with any project, they should feel good about helping... even if it is a small piece,” ad- 
visor, Christine Beguhn said. “This ‘good’ feeling can motivate many people to help 
again and again and their volunteer experience tend to grow.” 

While the motivation and desire were there, a new question was brought to at- 
tention. In a country where the average temperature was 90 degrees, was a clothing 
drive relevant? “Scott is like superman,” Lashier said. “He figured that the clothing 
drive wasn’t going to work, so we thought making mats was going to be better. “It’s so 
hot down there, it’s not like they need to stay warm. Syroka found a Facebook page 
called “T-shirts for Haiti.” With over 400 members and several schools in participa- 
tion, the page help organize the donation, cutting, and packaging the shirts. 

StuCo joined together with NHS in the project. After collecting and counting 
the shirts, NHS members stayed after school to cut the shirts. To make one mat, 70 
t-shirts were needed and after collecting 2,525 shirts, roughly 36 mats were made. 
“Everyone has old shirts they don’t wear, so it really made it easy for anyone to get 
involved,” senior Cassie Curtis said. 

Each of the events appealed to different types of student from the simple coin 
war to the more active intramural. “ I think dedication begins to form when we are 
young,” Solberg said. “You are taught to be motivated by something by having a 
deep dedication to it.”

Seniors aid Homeless Youth through creativity, perserverance 

Have fun. Build the best box. Raise the most money. With that 
motto in mind, students went on a mission to help raise money for 
Iowa Homeless Youth. The project was not a requirement of any class, 
instead a desire replaced obligation. 

Reggie's Sleepout was an annual fundraising event that took place 
every October to raise money. The team was compiled of 22 juniors 
and seniors who had participated in the event in previous years, but 
not on such a grand scale. "We figured this was going to be our last 
year participating in the event since we are all seniors and it would be 
tough to do while we are in college," senior Jake Perington said. 

At the actual Sleepout at the Drake Stadium, volunteers slept in 
sleeping bags, cardboard boxes, or built their own structures. For their 
last year together, the Los Toros Blancos, decided to go out in a big 
way and reconstruct the Iowa State Capitol. The 40 feet by 15 feet 
structure included five domes, sliding doors, skylights, and bunk beds 
for the team to sleep in. It was just over 400 square feet. Cost for 
the structure was minimal. "We didn't spend too much because we 
got a lot of materials from sponsors and all the cardboard was free, " 
Perington said. Time spent, however, was equivalent to its worth in 
money. 

The building process, which included prefabricating the walls, took 
place two months before the actual event. At the event, the assembly 
took four hours in wet weather. "[It was] absolutely miserable. It was 
raining and cold," senior Ben Warrick said., "both of which were not 
good for a cardboard fort."

Changes to sophomore English

Click, click, clack, clack, and with the press of a finger tip, a train track of events 
were about to to fall upon the Berrys. 

Browsing through the Oprah site, Rhonda Berry, sophomore Blake Heikes' 
mom, found a link that caught her attention. The link led her to "Peter Walsh's 
Strip Down Family Challenge." Walsh, Oprah's organization expert, de-cluttered 
families lives. 

"It was one of those things that I was actually wanting to submit something 
for a friend of mine, saw the link on Peter Walsh, clicked on it, wrote a two-minute 
e-mail, clicked 'send', and never thought of it again!" Berry said.

“I’d get up about 5:30 and then milk 
cows,” he said. w 'It takes about three hours at a time.” 

Growing up on a dairy farm, Jaschen had to work. “You learn what hard work is,” he said. “It not 
only teaches appreciation for hard work but also for land. You learn that you can have fun but need to 
work to have fun.” Jaschen tries to teach this to his students.” There’s not much homework but what is 
done in class needs to be done to the best.”

Students head to DMACC to get a jump 
start on college credits

Sitting in the Des Moines Area Community College 
culinary lab, senior Sarah Hurm wonders what they will be 
cooking today. Every day it is something different. From 
chicken to cream puffs all the way to duck. Today it is 
made-from-scratch rolls. With only two hours each morning 
to create food dishes, the preparation can get hectic. Chaos 
can produce surprising results, however. "The rolls were 
my favorite because they were so good, I don't even know 
why/' Hurm said.

DMACC offered high school students chances to take 
courses for college credit.

Over one billion people worldwide lack clean water. The St. 

Mary of Nazareth Catholic Church youth group decided to do 
something about it.

The overall goal was accomplished. "I think the veterans 
coming was good because instead of relying on what your 
teachers tell you, you got to hear first-hand from someone who 
was actually there," junior Emily Mentzer said. 

Stories had impacted students like junior Rachel Beierschmitt 
said, "When I listened to the veterans I really felt for them. We 
got a better picture of what actually went on in Vietnam, like 
all the hardships that had to go through." Others found the 
experiences helpful and interesting. "Listening to their stories I 
understood what it was like to be a soldier in the war, more like 
the after things they went through," junior Anid Nezirevic said. 

You learn life lessons through the hardships in life. "I've 
learned to be stronger, becoming stronger by facing your fears 
and problems," Vietnam veteran, presenter Ted Behrens said.

Ignoring the cramping in her legs and brushing her light brown 
hair out of her face, sophomore Anna Hathaway tries to catch the 
emotion in her carefully constructed splashes of water through her 
camera. Standing up from her crouch, she tries a new angle to see if 
the water is clearer or has better lighting. Because Hathaway's new 
collection of pictures for Photo Art I will be all about emotion, she 
has to perfectly capture the patterns she's made in the water, which 
mimic and represent her abstract feelings. 

Choosing a subject when she could use whatever medium she 
wanted was difficult for Hathaway, but she was eventually inspired 
by her fascination with the casual beauty and expressiveness of 
water. "I used the water to express how I feel," Hathaway said. "I 
presented the three main emotions I feel on a day-to-day basis: 
anger, happiness and tranquility." 

Usually in photo art classes, the object of a photo is something 
the student finds, sees in nature or arranges out of existing items. 
They use those things to represent a point, or just spontaneity. 

But teacher Daniel Weiss created a new project where the students 
choose their own unit and subject, creating a piece of art to 
photograph or using art to change photographs. 

Sophomore Haley Theil went in the opposite order of other 
photo art projects, using art to capture the emotion in a picture 
she'd already taken. She did this by painting a more impressionist 
interpretation of the photo on a piece of glass she'd placed over 
it. This gave her more freedom in her project, manipulating the 
photograph how she wanted to. 

Other students made more three-dimensional art, like building 
a tower out of random objects and then photographing it, or using 
globs of wet paint to capture the light. They used paper, paint, glass, 
odds-and-ends, and their cameras. 

"I really liked the project," Hathaway said. "It turned out 
beautifully and was just what I was looking for. I feel like I learned 
about myself and how I communicate."

The time of 57.76 set a new school record in the shuttle hurdle relay. Junior Erik 
Bergstrom and seniors Austin Poison, Tommy Larson and Tyler Patten thought the time 
had earned them third place at the Drake Relays. On their way to the podium, officials 
told them they had been disqualified. "The officials said that I left too early and that we 
would not receive any medals," Larson said. This would have been the third, but not final 
time the team broke the record. 

For a short time the coaches argued about the disqualification. Later that weekend 
the boys went to flotrack.org and looked at a video of the race. "Erik found two different 
videos," Larson said. "One was from behind but it was hard to tell. Then Erik found the 
second video and it was a side view so we could see it." These videos showed the boys 
that Larson really did leave before Poison had crossed the line. 

The incident motivated the team for the following week's meet at Waukee. The Wau- 
kee team, who had finshed second at Drake, showed up to the meet wearing their second 
place Drake medals. This helped the boys to focus and be ready for their upcoming race. 
"We were all pretty bummed about what had happened but on that following Tuesday 
we ran at Waukee and beat Waukee," Bergstrom said. They again broke the school record 
and earned their best time of 58,12 seconds. "Waukee showed up at the meet with their 
medals on and it felt good to beat them and prove that we really were the better team," 
Larson said. 

Another way the boys were able to get over the disqualification was by making 
t-shirts. The t-shirts were yellow and had the shuttle hurdle relay team on it. A quote 
that Bergstrom found read, "Adversity causes some to break others to break records." A 
yellow flag (that goes up when a team is disqualified) was also on the shirts. 

They attributed a lot of their success to their new coach Mike Dana. "He is structured 
when he needs to be and keeps us in line," Bergstrom said. 

Dana had much knowledge about track because he ran at Grand View. "This is a really 
good group of boys, who are willing to work hard and perserve through their trials," 
Dana said. 



Although the boys were disqualified at the relays they still made it a triumphant year.

Staff learns that going online proves easier said than done 

Senior Dwight Lykins sat in a convention room at the downtown St. Louis Marriott in 
the fall of 2008. The convention was the semi-annual JEA/NSPA National Convention. 
One of the courses offered was a speaker who talked about creating Web sites for high 
school newspapers. Lykins’ mind wandered, an image of what the “Black and White’s” 
site could look like captivated him. “After I went to a couple classes I decided it would be 
rad to do that for our school,” he said. 

One-by-one, Lykins convinced people of the online idea. First, the editors, seniors 
Julia Manning, Lauren Gerhke and Kallen Kramer. Next, adviser Leslie Shipp. Then, 
the district administration. It seemed the hard part was done. 

Eager to get started, Lykins created the first version of the site from templates. 

They did not offer the flexibility he wanted, so he resorted to hand coding his own. “I 
took the two or three ones I really liked and mashed them up to make our Web site,” he 
said. His goal was a minimalist approach, to keep it simple. In November, he revamped 
the design. 

With the site now up and going, it seemed the troubles with getting there were be- 
hind them. Soon though, posting stories and photos within hours of when they occurred 
proved frustrating. The transition from two to three w r eeks to write stories to two or three 
days overwhelmed the staff. “It is a new' thing for us to have to update once or twice a 
day,” Manning said. The staff was confused by the new endeavor. “The ideal time to 
getting the story online would probably be a day after the event, so making sure you have 
everything done right away and having it done well was a little challenging.” sophomore 
staff writer Lauren Coffey said. 

.Along with the problems of posting, getting people to read the posts created yet 
another challenge. The student body seemed unaware of the site. From a session at the 
2009 JEA/NSRA National Convention in Washington, D.C., Lykins learned how to track 
the number of visitors to the site. Lykins didn’t have many to track. This led to the staff 
preferring to write for the paper edition. “I think writing for print means more because 
when it goes out you know more people are going to read it. People would like their work 
to be seen more than it is online.” sophomore staff w riter Ethan Meng said. 

Adviser Leslie Shipp’s suggestion to shut dow n the site at the beginning of second

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Increasing interest brings more dancers into the world VS

Despite the growth the team has seen, Faley knows all of the 35 dancers by name, even 
the eighth graders that are trying dance for the first time.

The eighth grade team was even given a chance to perform with the varsity team on 
Jan. 29 in a combined performance with all the teams. They worked on the routine as a 
large group and performed to a medley of songs about dance. 

“It let us showcase our program as it continues to grow,” Karns said. “We were 
thrilled with the performance and look forward to doing it again.” 

Before creating fun routines for games, however, the team focuses on state 
competition, which happened in November. Performing to popular song “Tik Tok,” the 
varsity team placed highly. 

“We placed as Division I in all three of our routines at state,” Taylor Coakley said. 
“We also tried a kick routine for the first time and w r ere very pleased with how that 
w r ent.” 

After the focus of the team returned to entertaining, they created a new- dance for 
every week. 

The team also grew- through natural means. Forming the eighth grade team was 
only a place to put them. Coakley was optimistic about the numbers and talent coming 
in to the sport. “They get more practice now,” Coakley said. “But that’s usually just 
tweaking the talent they already have. Dance is becoming more popular, and more 
interesting.”
